~ There's Nothing Comical About
Surnburn, Health Official Says

Apart from  the occasional
look - of - it, there is nothing
comical about a sunburn. It
produces -conditions that vary
from. a mildly uncomfortable
redness of the skin to a pain-
ful and extensive eruption'of
blisters. When the sunburn is |
very severe, fever, chills, swell-
ing, or even shock and dclir-‘
ium may.occur. Still, whatever
the cost in suffering, the
gradual and safe acquisition of
a skin tan seems to require
more patience than the aver-
age person possesses.

Everybody is susceptible to
sunburn — some individuals
more so than ‘others. Children,
for example, can stand only |
about half as much exposure |
to the sun as adults. It is also
common knowledge that blue-
eyed, blonde, and red-haired
people sunburn more easily
than do individuals with dark-
er coloration,

Owing to certain glandular
factors, women sunburn more
readily “between the second
and seventh month of preg-
nancy than at other times, ac-
cording to an article that ap-

However flattering it is cos-
metically, suntan is the overt
result of the ‘body’s effort to
protect itself from the harm-

ful ultraviolet rays emanating
from the sun. Tanned skin be-
comes thicker and is more pig-
mented than skin in its normal
+state, and this provides a pro-
tective film against the burn-
ing rays. :
Constantly repeated over-ex-
posure to the sun eyventually
exhausts the. skin's ability to
protect itself. This may lead
‘1o chronic peeling, skin
“ishrinkage, permanent freckles,
-areas of discoloration, skin
cancers, and other conditions.
The worst sunburns occur
between  the hours of 10 am.
:and 2 p.m. As the day length-
ens, the burn-producing rays
are less numerous and the ef-
fect on the skin is correspond-
ingly less serious. !
The earth's atmosphere fil-
ters out most of the harmful
sun rays. However, at higher
altitudes  the -atmosphere be-
comes thinner, and the screen-
ing is then less effective. Be-
cause of this, it is not uncom-
mon for vacationists at moun-
tain resorts to get sunburned
. ‘even on cloudy or foggy days.
And should conditions be
xight, both sand and water will
reflect the ultraviolet rays of
the sun. Unsuspecting vaca-
tioners often find this out the

peared in a recent issue of
Today's Health. Individuals
taking sulfa drugs also develop
a peculiar sensitivity to the
sun’s rays and may sunburn
or develop a rash even when
exposure to the sun is negli-
bigle.

With a little care, sunburn
can be avoided even by those
‘persons  with. the most sensi-
tive of skins. On the first day,’
adults are advised to expose
themselves to the direct rays
of the sun no more than 15 or
20 minutes (less for children,
of course) and increase the
time by about 15 minutes each
day thereafter. '

There are plenty of protec-
tive preparations on the mar-
ket that may be used‘to re-
duce ‘the: hazard: of sunburn.
Oils are helpful, as are oint-
ments containing calamine, ti-
tanium oxide, or zinc oxide,
Women can increase this pro-
tection by also applying a gen-
erous amount of dark-colored
powder. i

After the first 24 hours, the
worst discomfort .caused by
sunburn is generally over. The
blistering, peeling, and bleach-
ing process that follows must
be endured with whatever
stoicism can be musteretd. If
a person is ill enough to go to
bed, however, a physician
should be called without delay,
